creases in the present rates of duty. 
A number of those appearing before 
the committee were1 not prepared to 
present arguments for changes in the 
rates and expressed a desire that the 
present schedule 
be 
continued. A 


strong advocate for lower tariff rates 
was Albeit Plant, who drafted the 
schedule for medicinal chemicals for 
the Wilson bill. "The duties on me- 
dicinal 
chemicals." 
lu> 
said, 
"are 


mostly prohibitive, 
being in 
most 


cases iT. per cent, which is a prohib- 
itive rate. The duties are practically 
the same as the tariff of ISS::. What 
was good for the trade then is not 
good now. There are less manufac- 
turers of medicinal chemicals than 
there were -~> years ago. and these 
control 
the 
home 
market. If the 


rates of duty were reduced to 1T« per 
cent it would prevent the domestic 
manufacturer from arbitrarily fixing 
the prices, which in many eases are 
exorbitant. 
The iMilire schedule is

medicinal chemicals now scheduled 
at L'5 per cent ad valorem should he 
reduced to l~> per cent.

as well as of his freedom jf speech, 
went to lengths that astonished

Chancellor Von Buelow made an 


address lasting 13 minutes, but he 
lacked his usual spirit, and a person 
high in his'confidence is authority for 
the statement that he also had told 
the emperor that neither himself nor 
his successors could remain in office 
unless his majesty was more reserv- 
ed. 
Prince Von Bnelow spoke sol- 


emnly and without making use of any 
dramatic effects. The house received 
his explanation in icy silence instead 
of giving it that 
cordial applause 


which as a general rule usually fol- 
lows the chancellor's parliamentary 
declarations. 


The 
Conservatives, 
representing 


largely the landed nobility, were al- 
most as relentless as the Socialists, 
the Radicals and the National Liter- 
als, and the proceedings are regarded 
by the extreme Liberals as the begin- 
ning of a long contest between the 
crown and parliament that may end 
in Germany having a ministry re- 
sponsible to parliament and not to 
the crown alone. 


When Herr Bassermann. the Na- 


tional Liberal 
leader, a 
friend of 


Chancellor Von Buelow and a spe- 
cialist in foregin affairs, began dis- 
cussion of the incident, there was 
hardly a vacant seat on tne members' 
benches, while the galleries were bril- 
liant with the uniforms of officers 
and the costumes of women.

Prince Von Buelow spoke earnestly 
in reply to the critics of the govern 
ment and the emperor.

The retirement ot a president from 


the White House is a pathetic mile 
stone in the Ihes not only of the pres- 
ident and his family, but in the lives 
of the household staff of the IIKMIMOII. 
says the Boston Herald. 
Many of 


these officials, caretakers 
i nd serv- 


ants have served for years. The aver- 
age term of a president nowadays is 
eight years, and iu this time friend- 
ships are farmed between the family 
of the exec-lithe and the people gath- 
ered about them to serve them. 1'resi- 
dent Roosevelt's young children have 
practically spout their childhood in the 
White House. The leave taking will 
be naturally sorrowful for them, as 
well as for the doorkeepers, messengers 
and attendants who h.ive been their 
companions for seven years.

of and another family into the White 
House is a simple operation, attracting 
iu itself but little attention on the part 
of the families concerned and none at 
all on the part of the general publi.-.

"'What is your profession?'

which he replied, 'I am president of 
the republic of Cuba.' 


''The reply did not suit the Spanish 


inquisitors, aud they repeated their 
question with greater viuor. but got 
the same reply, Ueiieral 1'aluia retain- 
ing. his quiet but emphatic manner. 
He was so intense that his questioners 
bee-sine excited am! {Lrostcncd the 
mast severe puuisument unless Gen- 
oral Palma became myc plasUc. but 
even this did not disturb him. for he 
replied in the same way. adding: ''Hint 
is my occupation, and my only one ar 
present and so long as uiy peopl" care 
to conlide this trust in me. If you re- 
ject my plea, then I must go to at- 
honorable exile or such other punisb- 
ment as you determine upon or dis- 
honorably impose.' 


''And for this he was imprisoned, nor 


to die, however, but later to become 
the president of the republic of Cuba 
through the loyal support of the Unit- 
ed States. 


"But President Palma wafe also a 


man of the deepest and tenderost feel 
ing. One of the most touching things 
I ever heard of about any one was iu 
relation to his mother, who died from 
the tortures visited upon her by the 
Spaniards back in 1878. General Pal- 
ma had returned from the Spanish 
prison and naturally started to see his 
asced parent. 
T'pon arriving at Baya 


mo he was conducted to tho pen where 
his mother had been confined by Span- 
ish orders, but to see only .her body, 
for she had died a few hours before. 
Stooping down to kiss her cheek, he 
"aw in her hand a handkerchief, and 
lie took it, kissed it and put it carefully 
away in his bosom. 
He carried that 


handkerchief always after that day. 
I To was once asked for it to be placed 
on exhibition, but remarked, 'No: tho 
memory of my mother is too saeml to 
think of parting with such a dear ine- 
monto.' ".
